Currently  the  IA  is  specific  for  RV  and  RS  activities  and  the  funding  is  all  under  the 
RV  PRC.  We  cannot  use  Remedial  SS  for  Removal  activities.  If  we  put  remedial 
money  on  the  IA  we  will  have  to  call  it  Technical  Assistance  which  is  fine  but  we’ll 
have  to  amend  the  IA  SOW  to  include  Technical  Assistance.  Because  of  the  scrutiny 
this  will  be  under  the  biggest  concern  is  that  we  have  continuity  in  the  activity  codes 
we’re  using  and  that  they  are  consistent  with  the  field  work.
